Dr. Ira T. Bronson, for over forty 


years a Sedalia resident, and one of 


the best known and most lighlv re­ 
spected citizens of the entire state, 
died at 1:30 o'clock Monde.) 
after­ 
noon at his home, corner of Fourth 
street and Sneed avenue. 
Death was due to uraemic poison­ 
ing and followed a paralytic condition 
that developed some weeks ago. Dr. 
Bronson, although in failing health 
for several months, had been bed:ast 
only since tile first of the year. 
A 
few* days ago he was able ro leave 
his bed at intervals; and, with assist­ 
ance, occupy a chair in his bedroom. 
Dr. Bronson was born in W ater­ 
town. N. Y., July 3L 1840, being in 
his 75th year when the end came. 
He was the son of Jonathan and Lu­ 
cinda Countryman-Hfronson. 
He was 
m arried oil November 5, 1809, and 
from that union were born five ch il-1 
dren, four of whom are Ii vin0, as Col- j 
lows: 
Hail Bronson, a former physician 
and now superintendent 
of 
public 
schools at Riddle, Ore.; Mrs W. K. 
Grant, of Boston, Mass.; Mrs. C. A. 
Claeson, of Sedalia, and Ira T. Bron­ 
son, Jr., of Sedalia. 
His widow also 
survives. 
Dr. Bronson was a member of Gen­ 
eral George R. Smith post No. 53, 
G. A. R., department of Missouri, and 
iu past years held most all the im­ 
portant offices in that organization. 
He is a past state commander. 
He 
also was a member of the Knights 
Templar, Knights of Pythias and the 
Loyal Legion of Missouri, 
He for­ 
merly belonged to 
the 
Maccabees. 
Royal Arcanum and Royal Tribe of 
Joseph; 
For several term s he was 
supreme medical examiner in the lat­ 
ter order. 
His widow is an active 
and honored member of the W oman’s/ 
Relief Corps, being .past departm ent 
president. 
Dr. Bronson, who had been a Seda­ 
lia resident since 1872, was up to a 
few years ago actively engaged in 
the practice of his profession. 
Dur­ 
ing his residence in Sedalia he served 
nine years as president of the board 
of education in the cit)* schools. 
Dr. Bronson had a war record of 
which any veteran might feel proud. 
He served with distinction 
in the 
Federal army. 
He enlisted at Bath, 
New Hampshire, on September 23. 
3861, and on October 3, of that same 
year, was mustered into the service 
at Concord, N. H.f as musician of 
Caph

“I.” .ifth regiment, New Hampshire, 
volunteer infantry, under the -com­ 
mand of Col. Edward E. Close.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—Not 


for years has there been anything to 


make a job in the senate end of the 
capitol as strenuous as has the ship 
purchase bill, with the efforts of the 
administration forces to get the bill 
through and the opposition as deter­ 
mined to prevent that 
being 
done. 
Because of the filibuster over this 
bill,' and the senate rules, a legisla­ 
tive day in the senate may be any­ 
where from six to lifty-four hours 
long. 
The latter number is the limit 
so far, but nobody knows when the 
time will be extended. 
The senate rules prevent a senator 
from s h a k in g more than once on any 
proposition, but the rules do not limit 
the time that lie can take for this 
one speech. 
The idea, then, is to 
have a continuous flow of words and 
the side that can show the greatest 
command of language and the great­ 
est power of endurance will bo the 
one to win in the end. 
It does not make any difference 
what a senator talks about after lie 
once gets the floor, just so be keeps 
regularly at work. 
Another senate 
rule conflicts with 
the 
one-speech 
limitation, as a senator who has al­ 
ready spoken on the major proposi­ 
tion, that is, the original bill, may 
speak again as often as new matter 
is proposed. 
Thus 
by 
moving 
an 
.amendment, no m atter how trivial, a 
senator may speak again at any time. 
Thus is provision made 
ior 
the 
ones who are unduly long-winded to 
get back into the game, and in actual 
practice there is' no way to stop a 
filibuster as long a? 
- 
who wants to keep it up. 
It strikes one with something like 
a shock the first time to see how lit­ 
tle attention is paid to the ordinary 
flow of language in the senate cham­ 
ber by those who are not indulging 
in the flow. 
No m atter how* import­ 
ant may be the subject talked about 
or talked at or talked to death, the 
tallier gees en while the talkee gets 
out of range if he can do so with 
propriety, and it is hard to find any­ 
thing to prevent. 
It is a very usual thing to lind ten 
times as many people iii the galleries 
listening to the speeches as there are 
senators on the floor of the chamber. 
We have noticed senators open the 
door to go to their seats and then 
notice that some senator was “talk 
big yet,” after being at it an hour or 
more, and it is amusing to see the 
haste with which the door Is allowed 
to swing to, with tile recently incom­ 
ing senators now out iii the corridor. 
The condition of the present fili­ 
buster, which has exceeded all limits 
as to time, has necessitated provision 
being made for senators who must be 
within call at all hours iii case a vote 
should be reacheifat any time. 
Some 
of 
the 
senators even require their 
secretaries to be on the job also, but 
to the most of them that seems un­ 
reasonable and they prefer to have 
the secretaries go home and be ready 
to run the office during the day. 
In 
order that senators may get some 
rest, 
however, 
arrangem ents 
were 
made for cots to be placed iii differ­ 
ent places in the capitol and permis­ 
sion wag even obtained 
from 
the 
president to use his room at the cap­ 
itol for that purpose. 
It is safe to 
say that the cots were only used by a 
few who stay on the job practically 
all the time, the rest probably getting 
their rest about as usual, but being 
where thev calf be called should the 
necessity arise for doing so. 
The sit­ 
uation is one that will show a test of 
endurance aud watchfulness.

Pleasures of Reading. 


Some one has said that “ail read­ 
ing divides itself into three classes: 
The reading of literature which is on 
one’s level; the reading of literature 
which is below one’s level; and the 
reading of literature which is above 
one’s level.” 
Pleasure may be ob­ 
tained from all kinds, but the pleas­ 
ure which lasts is to be found only 
in the third class. 
The great mass of popular reading 
Is in the 
first 
class. 
Newspapers 
reach readers on their level. Reading 
of, the second class is trifling and 
usually deals with abnormal matters, 
and is not only evanescent but tends 
to pull one down. 
To the third class 
belongs all the great literature of the 
world. 
“Work which lasts is never the 
work of a single individual, but is the 
work of an enormous social complex­ 
ity speaking through the individual. 
It is above the ordinary level be­ 
cause the author is much more com­ 
plex, who interprets the great whole 
of which he is a part. What he gives 
conies from a universal whole aud 
always remains.” 
True and lasting pleasure can be 
obtained from that kind of literature 
alone. 
The literature that is above 
the ordinary person reveals to him 
what he may become ,and it is con­ 
sequently this literature that is of 
lasting value to him. 
One should not read a book merely 
because he thinks it is the thing for 
him to read; each must choose for 
himself, but he should be sure that 
part of his choice at least lies within 
the third class, that which is above 
one’s own level.

is recommended bj their neighbors, 
or what seems newest in th “Seven 
Day’’ collection at the library.
